Women Cross Gobi Desert 


Three Elderly English Missionaries 
Travel Safely Without Escort 

Three of the bravest women in the 
world are in London, and they have 
told how they journeyed across the 
dreaded Gobi Desert where no white 
woman had been before. Quietly, 
modestly, they talked of dangers that 
would appal all but the most intrepid 
explorers. 

They are Miss Mildred Cable, and 
two sisters, Miss Eva and Miss Fran- 
cesca French, missionairies of the 
China Inland Mission.

Gardening Notes 
By Gorden Lindsay Smith 


Most pruning is carried out in 
March, where only a little 
work is to be done it is better left 
until growth is farther advanced. 
There is one exception to the latter 
statement, howeyer, and that applies 
to grapes. To avoid excessive b.eed- 
ing, vines of this fruit must be 
pruned while absolutely dormant and 
this means before the middle of 
March. In pruing grapes the best plan 
is to remove all but a bare skeleton 
as the fruit is borne on new growth 
each year. In the commercial fru't 
districts all but the trunk and two 
laterals each way are left when the 
men are through with the knife and 
clipper. 

In pruning fruit trees, the main 
thing is to open m4 the branches to 
admit plenty of light and air and to 
prevent the growth of branches at a 
wide angle from the main structure 
as such would be liable to break off 
when loaded with fruit. Branches 
which cross and rub against each 
other, of course, should be removed. 
In the smaller garden it is important 
to keep all fruit trees headed back, 
for convenience in picking.

The decree, which was announced | 
nation-wide in a speech by Chancel- | 
lor Adolf Hitler, also set out that the 
Swastika flag of the Hitler National- 
ist Socialist party should share full 
equality with the imperial banner.

Syrup From Sugar Beets 


| Method Simple and Easily Carried 
Out In Home 

Owing to the many inquiries being 
/ received from farmers who wish te 
;make an edible (table) syrup from 
sugar beets the Division of Chemis- 
| try at the Experimental Farm, Otta- 
‘wa, has been making further experi- 
ments to ascertain the possibilities of 
jmaking a palatable wholesome and 
good appearing syrup for home use. 

The method is quite simple and 
/can easily be carried out in the home 
|and is as follows: 

The beets are first washed and 
| the crowns cut off at the lowest leaf 
| sear, or lower, and the beets peeled, 
{crowns and peelings being rejected. 
| The beet is then sliced longitudinally 

(lengthwise of the root) and put 
| through a meat chopper. This ground 
| pulp is put at once before oxidation 
|takes place, into a piece of cheese 
| cloth which has been tied over the; 
| top of a fairly large pot containing 
| water. The pulp is then suspended in 
| the cheese cloth over the water but 
;not touching it. An inch or so of 
| water in the pot should be sufficient 
| to start with. Put on a tight lid 
;and boil for half an hour vigorously. 
After half hour’s boiling, wash 
pulp with warm water allowing this 
| wash water to run into the pot, using 
las little as possible. Fill the cheese 
| cloth bag with pulp two or three 
| times using the same solution in the 
| pot for steaming the second and third 
| batches, Filter this weak sugar syrup 
| through a good cotton cloth and 
| evaporate it to less than half its vol- 
| ume. Allow this to stand overnight 
|so any solid matter that has come 
{down during the evaporation may 
| settle out. In the morning pour this 
|clear syrup off the solids and boil | 
| down to consistency of maple syrup 
| taking off any scum that comes to 
| the top and being careful not to 
| scorch ov burn, Bottle or put in jars | 
| while still hot and seal tightly.—Ex- |

But the most surprising development of all came in the United States. 
The Government authorized the issue of some billions of dollars of new paper

It has been widely contended that inflation should be indulged in by 
Canada to an extent sufficient to bring the Canadian dollar to a parity with 
the British pound and thereby promote a larger exchange of trade between 
the two countries and secure to the primary producer in Canada a better 
price in Canadian dollars for the products he sold in Great Britain, But, it 
was likewise argued, another effect would be to increase the already heavy 


premium Canada is now obliged to pay on all its commitments in the United

States. 

But, as already noted, inflation in the United States has not worked 
this way, but in exactly the opposite way. It has not brought the United 
States dollar near the British pound, but farther away from it, It has not de- 
creased the premium which Canada has to pay in New York, but increased 
it. Lf inflation worked the same way in Canada it would not prove an advan- 
tage to the primary producers, who have been urging inflation, but impose 
a further loss upon them; it would not add to the burden of our governments 
and business interests having large commitments to meet in New York, and 
who have therefore opposed inflation, but it would assist them,

|Statuettes Placed In 
Saskatchewan Legislature 


Sir Jom MacDona'd and Sir Louis 

Lafontaine Honored In Memory 

The Hon. James F. Bryant, K.C., 

| Minister of Public Works, has placed 
j in the Saskatchewan Legislative 
| Assembly the statuettes of Sir 
John A, MacDonald and Sir Louis 
| Lafontaine, on pedestals on either 
side of the Speaker's chair. Betore 
| the Orders of the Day were proceeded 
with Mr. Bryant stood up in the 
House and said: 

Mr. Speaker:—I desire to call the 
| attention of the honorable members 
lof this House to the fact that with 
| your consent, I have caused to be 
| placed on the Speaker's dais, this 
| day, portrait statuettes of Sir John 
| A. MacDonald, and Sir Louis Lafon- 
| taine, two great Canadians, executed 
|by the famous French Canadian 
| sculptor, Louis Philippe Hebert. 
| Mr. Hebert was noted for his 
| statuettes of great Canadians. Rg- 
| turning to Canada after pursuing his 
| studies in Paris, he won the first 
| prize in a competition instituted by 
| the Federal Government, for a statue 
;of Sir George E, Cartier, now on the 
Parliament Square, Ottawa. Among 
| his other notable works are the sta- 
jtues of Sir Alexander MacKenzie 
|and Sir John A. MacDonald at 
| Ottawa, Maissoneuve and Laval 
;monuments at Montreal, the Cham- 
plain monument at Quebec, the 
| Joseph Howe statue at Halifax and 
| the group of members of the Parlia- 
ment of Quebec. Many of his numer- 
ous works of art were inspired by 
important incidents in the French 
|) regime in Canada, 

In the Legislative library is a wall 
|plaque of the head of Lieutenant- 
| Governor Forget by Hebert. Lieuten- 
}ant-Governor Forget and the late 
| Judge Street of Ontario, were asso- 
| ciated in the early days of the North- 
|west Territories in an inquiry into 
the Department of Indian Affairs. 
Following the death of Judge Street, 
his daughter recently gave the plaque 
to Premier Anderson for the archives 
of the Province. 

The two statuettes were presented 
|to the government of the Northwest 


| Territories and were kept in the old 
Government House or the Old Legis- 
\lative Building. The statuette of 
Lafontaine was executed in 1885, and 
that of MacDonald in 1886, These 
| works of art were thrown into the 
discard. Last week, I found the brok- 
en and chipped statuette of MacDon- 
ald in the legislative vault where it 
|had huddled under the bottom shelf 
|for many years. I located in a corner 
under a table in the paint shop the 
statuette of ‘Lafontaine and on in- 
quiry found that it had been brought 
over there from among some lumber 
and junk in the old Power House. On 
examination, I found the signature of 
| Hebert and the year on which they | 
| were created, on the statuettes. I 
| have had them repaired by the Gov- 
| ernment painter and believe that they 
{are worthy of a place in the Legis- 
lature of Saskatchewan. 

| Sir John A. MacDonald was form- | 
erly a Conservative Prime Minister of 
Canada and with his history most 
of you are familiar. Sir Louis Lafon- | 
taine was one of the greatest French 
Canadian leaders at the time of the 
‘passing of the Act of Union of the 
provinces of Upper and Lower Can- 
| ada in 1841. He was the leader of the 
Reform Party and the Attorney- 
General of Lower Canada. He joined 
with Mr. Baldwin, leader of the Re- | 
form Party, and Attorney-General of 
| Upper Canada, In 1841, at the age of 
thirty-four he formed the Lafontaine- 
Baldwin ministry, the first Canadian | 
cabinet in which the principle of Col- 
onial Self-Government was embodied. 

He did not take part with Papineau 
jin the rebellion of 1837, but left for | 
England and France. Returning later 
to Canada, he was honored by the 
Reform Party, and although a resi- 
dent of Lower Canada, was offered by 
Mr. Baldwin the nomination in the 
English constituency of the fourth 
riding of York in Upper Canada, 
where he was elected. 

Professor Stephen Leacock of Mc- | 
| Gill, in the “Makers of Canada” says | 
of Lafontaine: 
| “Lafontaine was a man of striking 
| Presence, of more than ordinary sta- 
| 


ture and robust and powerful frame. 
His massive brow and regular fea- 
tures, the thoughtful cast of his 
} countenance and the firm lines of the 
|mouth, offered an almost exact re- 
| semblance to the face of the Emperor 
| Napoleon. On his visiting the Inva- 
}lides in Paris, Lafontaine was sur- 
rounded by the veterans of Napoleon's 
| guard, who were said to have thrilled 
with emotion in seeing among them 
;the walking tmage of the dead 
Emperor.” 

Retiring from politica] life at the 
age of forty-fow, Lafontaine was | 
later appointed Chief Justice of Low- 
er Canada and had a very distin- 
guished career, When he retired from 
public life in 1851, in his farewell 
| speech, after referring to the differ- | 
ent kind of government they had | 
| twenty-one years before when he en- | 
| tered political life, Lafontaine said: 
‘We had a government in which the 
|parliment had no influence, the goy- 
;ernment of all British Colonies under 
this government, the people had no 
| power, save only the power of refus- | 
ing subsidies.”
